Present were Chairman Don Tracy, Members Lee Gould, Hector Alejandre and Member Dee 
Robinson. 

CHAIRMAN’S COMMENTS 


Chairman Tracy addressed the public regarding the Video Gaming Applications and the Self 
Exclusion Program. 

ADMINISTRATOR’S COMMENTS 


We are continuing to work with the industry regarding the Self Exclusion Program. This is a 
difficult task but doesn't mean there isn't a solution. The Administrator stated that there were 
5,216 locations up and running with a total of 21,984 active VGT’s.

Proposed Amendment to the Video Gaming Rule 555 

Rule 555 (Withdrawal of Applications"/ 11 currently authorizes applicants for licensure to 
withdraw their applications without leave of the Board, if written notification is received before 
Board action on licensure, and unless the intended withdrawal is objected to by the 
Administrator. 

It is proposed to amend Rule 555 by authorizing the Administrator to approve surrenders of 
licenses as well as withdrawals. Analogously to withdrawals, a license granted by the Board 
may be surrendered without leave of the Board if written notification of surrender is received, 
unless the intended surrender is objected to by the Administrator. This surrender provision will 
apply to all categories of licensure under the Act. 

Member Gould moved to amend Section 555 of the Board’s Rules on video gaming by 
authorizing staff to submit a proposal for First Notice Filing with the Secretary of State 
upon final review and approval by the Administrator. Member Robinson seconded the 
motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote.
